UNEOUNDED 
The controversy started 。 训 
December when WNET demanded 
the removal of the epilogues -from 
the two shows. The Asian American 
grouprefused on the grounds thatthe 
demand ,was unfounded and a de- 
Tiberate _ attemptto censor programs 
which had already been approvedby 
PBS, and which had been broadcast 
by many other public television 
stations around the country. 

When WNET refused to air the 
two programs，NAATIA requested 
thattheentire Seriesnotbe aireduntil 
the differences could be resolved. 
The station refused to wait, and the 
remainingfourprograms were Shown 
during January. 

After heated negotiations .with 
station executives，NAATA 
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Producers Charge WNET in New 
York with Lack of Commitment 


exbpanded onthe epilogues in orderto 
guarantee that the programs would 
be aired on WNET，the public 
television station with the largest 
audience in the country， 

After agreeing to the expansions 
in the epilogues，WNET aired 
“Bittersweet Survival ”but with the 
epilogue，host and credits 
“Imysteriously deleted.” 

APPALLED 

“NAATIA is appalled by this 
latest failure of  WNETI to honor 
their agreement,” declared Yee， 
“and questions their integrity and 
commitment toward understanding 
and- airing minority-produced 
Programs Such as the SIK 9cree7 
SeTieS.” 

WNET responded by 
rescheduling“Bittersweet Survival” 

back to back with“Pinoy”this past 
Sunday, February 1l2th at 11 pm. 

Yee commented，“ It is shameful 
and irresponsible that WNET [ did|] 
not provide any advance publicity 
on this re-broadcast and that 让 
[was] shown in such an undesirable 
time Slot.” 

According to NAATA'Ss legal 
counsel, a formal letter of complaint 
is being sentto the NewYork station 

that includes a demand for a written 

apology for the Sunday “mis”- 
broadcast and formal commitments 
that they will re-air the entire Series 
at a more optimal timeslot in the 
coming Spring. NAATA has 
strongly recommended the 
Tebroadcasttake place during Asian- 
Pacific Heritage week in May.

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What Action Now that Anti- 
Asian Bigotry Hearing Over ? 


Though most of us suspected that it was So, the 
recently-held hearing on bigotry against Asian 
Americans confirmed the worst: violence and hatred 
aimed at Asians is on the increase; and the victims of 
those feelings are suffering. 

Santa Clara, often thought of as the capital of high 
technology and the valley ofthe silicon chip, is also an 
area Which has attracted a fastrgrowing number of 
Asian Americans, many of them recent immigrants. 

This Asian American population has been 
Subjected to qulite alot of abuse 一 verbal, psychological 
and Sometimes physical. Whatthe speakers made clear 
at the hearing is that the time for quietly accepting this 
type of abuse 1S over. 

Giving testimony was not an easy thing to do. To 
come out publicly and say that your neighbors and 
colleagues are guilty of anti-Asian feelings and actions 
can be a hurting thing. And yet it must be Said. 

People whohaverisked somuch oftheirprivacy and 
their neighbors goodwill deserve an assertive and 
concrete answer from the Santa Clara County Human 
Relations Commission，which sponsored tbe hearing. 

Nowthatthe hearing is over, the inevitable question 
must be faced: now what What is the commission 
Supposed to do with all the testimony it has heard' 

下 asYWJFrest hopes that the hearing will spur the 
commission on to tackle the growing problem of 
bigotry. What the commissioners learned must find its 
Way back into the school system to educate teachers， 
administrators and students about minoritiesS. 

Whattheyheardmustmotivate the countyto devote 
funds and energy to educate workers and residents 
about the multi-racial nature of America. They should 
no longer think in terms of WAzte America as the norm 
for society. 

As a result of this hearing，we hope that persons 
guilty of ”perpetrating racial hostility will be 
appropriately sanctioned and monitored sothatithey do 
not continue to act in the Same way. 

EasWJesl also Urges perSsons Who have been 
victims of hostility to contact local advocacy groups， 
lawmakers and authorities. Once the magnitude of the 
Problem is established, there can be but one response: 
racial hatred has Spread too far and it must be 
stopped. 可

Roosevelt Signed Executive Order 
9066，which authorized the forced 
relocation and involuntary 
internment of 120,000 persons of

She noted that redress and 
reparations bills are still pending in 
Congress and the cases of the three 
people who fought the WWJIIorders 
remain Unresolved. 

CASES 

The case of Gordon Hirabayashi 
in Seattle has yet to be heard by the 
federal district judge. Minoru 
Yasui's case was recently decidedby 
the lower level court which granted 
the government's motion to vacate 
the conviction. 

He and his attorneySs are con- 
templating the possibility of 
appealingthe decision in thehopes of 
securingaruling about governmental 
misconduct during the original case. 

The case of Fred Korematsu， 
Which was decided in 天 orematsu's 
favor last November，1likewise is 
unsettled. The government recently 
filed a notice of intent to appeal, in 
the hope of obtaining a decision by 
the .appeals court which would be 
more in its favor.

Today, Kitano is a full professor 


at UCLA”s School of Social 
Welfare and anationally-recognized 
reSearcher on the status of Japanese 
families in the United States. 
PRISONER OF WAR 
Eorty years ago，Kitano was 3a 
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prisoner of war，simply because of 
his national background. In 1942， 

shortly after Pearl Harbor was 
attacked, Kitano and 120,000 other 
Japanese Americans were forcibly 
moved from theirhomes on the West 
Coast to bleak internment camps in 
other states. 

Kitano, then ateenager,spentthe 
nexttwo years behind barbed wire at 
a camp known as Topaz，in the 
mijddle of a Utah desert. 

Life at the camp was harsh and 
narrow forthe Kitano family. Harry; 
his parents and three of his six 
brothers and sisters were crammed 
into a dismal room，20-by-25 feet 
and were given only a small 
allowance for food and clothing. 
They froze in winterand sweltered in 
Summer. 

Life was traumatic as well as 
uncomfortable. Kitano especially 
TIemembers the day he and some 
friends decided to take a desert hike 
without permission， Army guards 
came after them in jeeps and forced 
them to return at gunpoint. 

HARD TO BELIEVE 

“Looking back，its hard to 
believe that the incarceration of one 
group，based solely on race，could 
actually happen in a democracy,” 
Kitano said, ensconced amid books 
and research projects in his tiny 
office. 

“And all these -years Tve 
wondered: Could it happen again, 让 
Tacist conditions cropped up during a 
wartime emergency? [think it could. 
But it could never happen as 
smoothly as it did in those days.” 

Kitano noted that race relations 
in the United States today are“still 
rather tenuous” and that “South 
East Asian refugees could become 
a new target”for racists，because 
many American workers feel 
threatened by foreigners and foreign 
Products. 

Kitano's years as a teenage 
POW became the subject ofafeature 
article lastyear in_ Peoplemagazine. 
Reporters had accompaniedhim on a 
“Sentimental journey”back to the 
alkali fat where Iopaz used to be. 
The visit was an offshoot of an 
academic conference at the Univer- 
Sity of Utahfor students and scholars 
interested in the internment 
experience. 

NOSTITALGIC DAY 

Arriving at the barren Spot,， 140 
miles Southwest of Salt Lake City， 
Kitano found only a few cement 
Slabs where rows of tar paper shacks

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once stood. 

“It was the most nostalgic day of 
myjlife,” Kitano saidinthemagazine 
article，but also the most sobering.?” 

Kitano “ believes that his 
internment during the war years 
probably steered him toward the 
study of race relations. After 
Teceiving his B.A.，M.S.W. and 
Ph.D. degrees from UC Berkeley， 
Kitano went on to write many noted 
books and articles in his chosen field 
of interest. 

了 Kitano is currently working on 
the third edition of his major work， 
Race Reiations and plans to 
prepare a third edition of another of 
his well-known books，.Japazese- 
4111e1ica118 TH1e 巨 vo1ution or a 
鸡 Ubcz1tzre.

HONORED 

Kitano has won numerous grants 
位 om such funding organizations as 
the National JInstitute of Mental 
Health, the Ford Foundation andthe 
National Institute of Alcohol 
Addiction and Abuse. He has 
studied diverse aspects of Asian 
American culture， including 
interracial marriage，imental health 
and family structure. He also 
spearheaded a major，three-year 
study of American runaways of all 
TaceS. 

Kitano has been honored with 
three visiting “professorships in 


Sociology. He served as director of 
the UC Tokyo Study Center, at the 
International Christian University， 
Japan,， in 1972-73. He traveled to 
the University of Bristol, England, as 
avVisiting professor in the summer of 
1979， and he also spent a Week at 
Wihittier College in 1982 as Visiting 
Nixon Professor. 

Because . of his ， national 
reputation in the field of sociology 
and social welfare， Kitano was 
appointed to serve on committees to 
evaluate _ the _ human relations 
curricula of the US Department of 
Defense and the Los Angeles Police 
Department. 

The Defense post， which he 
accepted last December，requires 
Kitano to fy to Patrick Air Force 
Base，Florida,， twice a year to look 
Over the whole human relations 
training component of the 
department's Management Institute. 

His years of scholarship and 
SerVice to the Asian-American 
community were Tewarded in 1982 
when 玉 itano was named“Nisei of 
the Biennium” by the Japanese

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DC Lobbyist Urges Japanese 
Americans to Support Redress Bills

SAN JOSE 一 “Have most of 
youwho wentto camp forgotten how 
horrible the conditions were2 Have 
you forgotten how much you lost in 
Property and selfrespecty Have you 
forgotten the barbed wire Have you 
forgotten the stories told at the 
commission hearings，of women 
being stripped naked and searched'7 
What are you doing abonut it2” 

So spoke Mike Masaoka, 608, the 
national secretary of the Japanese 
American Citizens League during 
World War JI and a well-known 
Washington，DC lobbyist，whose 
actions and statements have overthe 
decades elicited both admiration and 
anger from the Japanese American 
community， 

ADMONISHED 

In making his first Speech since 
the JACL Biennial Convention held 
August 1982，because of health 


reasonSs， Masaoka ”admonished 
Japanese Americans for their 
“awful” SuUpport of two 


Congressional bills that seek to 
provide monetary redress for victims 
of the mass incarceration during 
World War 工 . 

The bills 一 HR 4110 and 
SB2116 一 would payout$20,000 in 
compensation to each of the

estimated 60,000 survivors of the 
internment.， More than 120,000 
Japanese Americans were forcibly 
detained in government-Sanctioned 
concentration camps. 

“The circle of the evacuation 
will not be completed until redress 
legislation is passed,” Masaokatold 
an audience of approximately 500 
people who attended the annual 
installation dinner of the San Jose 
chapter of the JACL. 

“Aslong as these pieces of paper 
remain pieces of paper，you and 工 
have only diminished citizenship. 
We are not 1009% Americans until 
this legislation becomes law,”the 
Washington Nisei warned. 

LONG, LONG IIME 

“I know the budget Situation is 
bad, and thatthe President is cutting 
spending, and that 40 years Seems 
like along, longtime,”he continued. 

“But let me remind you that 
before we had any members of 
Congress ” [who are Japanese 
Americans Such as Reps. Norman 
Mineta，D-San Jose，and Robert 
Matsui, D-Sacramentol we got abil 
through that gave OUI Parents 


citizenship [in 1952]. Now when we 
are more accepted and more 
tolerated by society as a whole，wil 
we let this chance slip by queried 


the lobbyist. 

Masaoka noted that only 19 of 
California's 4$ Congress members 
have agreed to co-Sponsor either 
Houseor Senatebill, andsaidthatno 
Republican ”Congress “Imember 
Supports redress legislation， 

Considering that the internment 
occurred on the West Coast，and 
considering California's Sizable 
Asian American Population， 
Masaoka emphasized the 
importance of lining up additional 
Support in this state.

HOPE 
For all the tragedy in this room， 
though, there is also hope.

The only noticeable difference is 
that he is hooked up to a breathing 
apparatus. 上 Fortunately， he ， has 
passed the most crucial phase of his 
treatment and will hopefully go on to 
live a normal life.

SICEEST ONES 

The director of the unit is Dr. 
Byron Aoki, a Sansei who was born 
and raised in Hawaii and who has 
been a pediatrician in the Bay Area 
for the past 11 years. He worked at 
the San Francisco Children's 
Hospital for .Six years before 
becomingthe unit s directorin 1979. 

“Pediatric intensive care units 
are a Telatively new development in 
medicine,”Aoki explained.“They 
just take the Sickest children，ones 
that require life support systems and 
other advanced technological sys- 
tems.” 

Jntensive care units at first were 
for adults，but starting in the mid- 
60s, the medical profession began to 
develop intensive care -units for 
prIemature babies， 

Dr. ， Aoki noted that the 
development of intensive care foF 
premature babies began With the 
much publicized death of President 
John F. 久 ennedys premature baby 
in the early 60s， 

WHERE DO THEY GO 

“So they had intensive care 
units for premature babies and 
extremely il adults，” Aoki 
continued, “butthe question arose of 
where do the extremely ill children 
go.” 

Before the advent of the PICU， 
most extremely illchildren, (defined 
by Dr.Aoki as people aged from one 
month to 18 years) were Sent to the 
adult intensive care Units. 

“Then people began to realize 
that a four-year-old child should not 
bein the sameplace as a 75-year-old 
person” who is dying,， the 
pediatrician recounted. 

Intensive :care units for children 
began to develop fully in the 1970s. 
Presently there are over 100 PICUs 
around the country, Aoki estimated， 
with California having between 15 to 
20 such units. 

LARGEST 

The Oakland-based Children s 
Hospital unit, with 16 beds, is the 
largest PICU in Northern 
California. TIhere are Smaller 


PICU's located in San Francisco，， 


Stanford and Davis. 

Although the Northern 
California hospital is a private one, it 
also _ functions as a county facility.

treatment,”Aoki stated. 

IThe doctor coordinates a staff of 
five doctors and 80 nurses. “That's 3 
large number of nurses, but you will 
find that a really sick child in the 
PICU will need one or two nurses to 
attend to them,” the PICU 
administrator Said. 

In emergency cases, the hospital 
also _ accepts patients- from a large 
area_ from the East Bay，through 
Central California to the _ central 
California border. 

AMBULANCE UNITS 

The hospital operates an 
ambulance unit staffed by specially- 
trained doctors，nurses and other 
medical personnel. These crews can 
be dispatched at a moment s notice 
and are used often. 

“Of the approximately 1000 
children brought in last year,”the 
PICU director noted，“240 were 
brought in by the specially-trained 
ambulance units.”

Sixtimes ayear for the last eight 
years,Laihas sethis alarm foralittle 
bit earlier than usual， knowing full 
well that chances were he wouldnt 
getto work until a little bit later than 
Usual. 

CHOLESTEROL 

Lai has been a participant in the 
Coronary Primary Prevention TIrial， 
a large clinical study attempting to 
determine whether lowering high 
cholesterol ”will ”prevent the 
development of heart disease. 

Results of the National Heart， 
Lung and Blood Institute trial were 
announced Thursday，January 12. 
JInformation from the study proved 
conclusively that lowering 
cholesterol works 一 thefirsttimethat 
amajorresearch efforthas validated 
the cholesterol hypothesis. 

Along with 340 other volunteers， 


Lai attended the Stanford Lipid 
Research Clinic program, one of the 


12 US and Canadian clinics 
conducting the trial. 
Participation in the study 


required about 10 hours a year of his 
early morning time for visits to the 
clinic. Appointments 一 Some ”3aS 
early as 7 am 一 were essential not 
only so _ that participants” work 
schedules could be accommodated， 
but also because fasting blood 
Specimens were drawn at each Visit， 
After a post-phlebotomy 
-breakfast snack, Lai spent time with 
medical people,， dietitians ”and 
counsellors to discuss the regimen of 
the tightly designed and demanding 
trial. 
HARD PART 
The hard part came at home. All 
participants took a medication 一 
either an active drug called choles-

tyramine，which is known to lower 
blood cholesterol levels，or an

morning coffee. Both active drug and 
placebo came in Six small packets of 
asomewhat gritty powder which had 
to be mixed in water or juice 一 no 
mean taskin itself 一 andtaken twice 
daily within 30 minutes of mealtime. 

In addition，Lai was asked to 
follow a relatively low-cholesterol 
diet and to stick to itthrough holiday 
and restaurant : meals，and on 
vacation and business trips. 

After eight years of cooperating 
with the study, and after 52 visits to 
the Stanford clinic，Lai made his 
final visit for data collection for the 
studylast June. He ll be “debriefed” 
WwWithin the next few months, and will 
learn，for the first time，what has 
happened to _ his cholesterol levels 
and whether he's been taking the 
study medication or the placebo 一 
facts so far unknown to him and to 
the clinic sta 仁 . 

MODIFY DIETS 
JInformation about Lai and 
abonuit the other 3,805 men who have 
taken part in the test will form the 
basis for medical recommendations 


about the value of lowering 
cholesterol. ”Because the trial 
demonstrated So strongly the

The 
delivery people whobringeggs, milkk， 
breads, meats and seafood all seem 
to share in the Success of this family 
concern. They are part of a 
neighborhood community that has 
been developing in the last few years 
in_ the Tenderloin area of San 
Francisco, 

Most of Henry's customer's are 


non-Asian. The majority are white， 
including a few Italian American 
customers Who don't speak much 
English，Henry says there is no 
Problem, because they often point to 
their requests on the menu posted 
Over the grill where he cooks. These 
customers are friendly, open people 
Who know where they can get good， 
fresh food at inexpensive prices. 

Because of their recent 
expansion，Henry and Sally have 
hired two more refugees to work with 
them, thus helping others earn their 
Own Way in a new country， The 
customers and staff of the restaurant 
Share in the future of the 
neighborhood. 

Every afternoon the Huynhs' two 
SonSs，eight and ten，stop by the 
restaurant for a Snack; then they 
cross the streetto do theirhomework 
in their apartment. At dinner time 
they come back to get their suppers， 
and then g0 home to take showers 
before bedtime. 

了 Even after Henry and Sally close 
the restaurant at9 pm, they still have 
a lot of work to do. IThey clean 
eVverything: the grills，refrigerators， 
tables, floors and even the walls. The 
Testaurant is Spotless When they 
leave each evening. There are long 
hours and hard work for the parents. 
They don't get to spend much time 
With the boys，bnut for now the 
business is thriving.

Mary Hatwood Fnitrell， 
President ofNEA statedthatmagnet 
Schools which work require that all 
Schools _ achieve some meaningful 

二 andmeasurable levelofminority and 
non-minority participation and that 
there must be assistance from the 


federal goverament to help schools 
meet new human relations and 
multicultural needs. 

Futrell noted that none of these 
conditions appear in the 
Bakersfield plan. Previous 
administrations have supported fthe 
Use of magnet schools，but often 
insisted that such voluntary means of 
desegregation be accompanied by 
courtrordered busing. 

The group noted that in many 
districts 一 including ”San Diego， 
Houston，Dallas，Seattle，LA and 
Milwaukee 一 voluntary plans have 
failed because much larger numbers 
of minority studenfs transferred to 
white Schools while few whites 
transferred to predominantly 
minority schools. 

Other problems arose because 
the whole community failed to share 
equally or take responsibility for the 
SuccesSs of desgregation efforts;
